My graduation message to you is about "success". | 
picked this topic for two reasons. One, you have already 
experienced success by being in this graduating class.

You 
need to complement competence with "values", the sec- 
ond key to success. What values do | recommend? The first 
would be, without doubt, the value of treating others as 
you want to be treated.

The second value is "being the best at what you do." No 
shortcuts, no goofing off, no cutting corners; do what you 
have to do right and do it well. 

The third value is to contribute to the groups you belong 
to. We are, as human beings, a group oriented species. Our 
group include families, peers, sports, clubs, organizations, to 
name a few. People sometimes become obsessed with the 
idea that there must be some deep dark secret for success, 
when in reality, success can be summed up in two words: "I 
WILL!

Public responsibility 

Successful people are responsible for their own well-be- 
ing as well as the well-being of their families, friends, neigh- 
bors, and fellow workers. 

Successful people are responsible for maintaining and 
improving their professions. While it is too early for you to be 
concerned about this, it is not too early at least to think
